There was a "jam" at tho police court 


this forenoon to catch a glimpse of 
Frank M. Punchon, tho alleged seducer 
of tho unfortunate Gustij Luckow. He 
is of medium height, has red hair, is 
about 35 years old, and has a counte- 
nance that does not belie tho general 
reputation of tho man. 


The following is a continuation ot the 


testimony before tho coroner's inquest, 
commencing whore our report ended yes- 
terday, being that of Dr. Whiting: 


She clearly d:d not mako much of an 


effort for respiration, and must have gone 
into tho water with u determination to 
drown herself, and went in in a semi- 
unconscious condition. If eho had gone 
into tho water with full consciousness ho 
thought thero would have been more 
blood in the heart. Sho might have been 
smothered by holding something over 
her mouth, and that would produce the 
exact conditions in which she was found. 
Decomposition usually makes a drowned 
person come to tho surface, but thero was 
nothing of this kind in Gustie's case. 


Dr. Palmer testified that he made an 


examination ot tho body of GusboLaok- 
ow with Dr. Whiting. He gave a gener- 
al description of the clothing the girl 
wore, and its condition when he first 
saw the body ir the Hyatt house barn. 
Thero 
was 
no 
external 
evidence 


of injury except on the left cheek. [The 
condition of the internal organs -were 
fully described by the doctor.] Tho 
lungs were found in a healthy condition, 
and tho air cells distended with, air. Tho 
stomach was in a normal condition, 
which was found to contain two or three 
ounces ot partiaUy digested food. The 
heart was examined and found to con 
tain a small portion of fluid . Tho mouth 
and throat were in a normal condition 
and tho lounge slightly enlarged, and 
pressed against the lower teeth,

the cause of death, but that she was in an

that some of the functions were BUS 
peneuded when she went into tha river 
There did not seem to have been any ef- 
fort made on the part ot the deceased to 
respiration. 
Tho difference between this 


case and that of natural drowning aro the 
contusion on tho side of tho head; tho 
distension of tho lungs; tho air in tho air 
cells; KO decomposition to accountfortho 
largo amount of air; the small quantity of 
food in the stomach, and no evidence ol 
tho stomach having been evacuated by 
vomiting; the heart being nearly empty 
containing but little blcod and tho right 
side containing less than tho left; the 
condition of the hands, being partially 
opened andin a normal condition and be- 
ing no mud or foreign mutter under the 
nails which is ordinarily found in nat- 
ural drowning 


Thomas Wolsh was sworn as to how he 


found tho body in the river, and about 
Hoeing tho bcdy on Wednesday, but sup- 
posed it was u stick of wood. Ho do- 
cribed the manner :n which tho body was 
brought to shore, and its general appear- 
ance when found. 


F. M. Puuchou, the prisoner, was sworn 


and said ho had lived in Jauosville four 
months, and by trade was a painter. He 
knew Guatio Luckow, and had known 
her three weeks, Ho had tat soon her 
atO. W. Jacktnau's, whoro ho was en- 
gaged in painting tho house, and was 
thero about two weeks altogether, and 
finished thero last Saturday night. Ho 
became acquainted with Gustie Lnckow 
tho first afternoon he was at Jnckman's, 
sho introducing herself to tho witness' 
On thft second day he talked with her 
about Burr Rabbins' show, and Gustio 
asked him if ho was going to tho show 
and ho said "no," and when she asked 
him why, ho replied that he had no ono 
to go with him, and in tho Laftemoon of 
that day she asked tho witness if ho 
wasn't going to [take her to tho show, 
and 
ha askod her why . sho didn't 


lot tho other fellow take her, and she 
answered that sho had no other fellow. 
The witness ihen said to her that she 
would not want to go with him as ho was 
a married ninu, and she replied that made 
no difference to her. Thera was no more 
said about the circus. 
Ho joked her 


about her "fellow," and said ho intended 
to take his wife up and introduce her to 
Gustie, which he did that evening, Tho 
deceased went home with witness and his 
wife, and after staying thero an hour and 
a half and they returned homo with her 
Two weeks ugo to-day she said she had 
an invitation to go buggy riding with 
Wally Harris, but she didn't know wheth- 
er sho would (.0 or not, as she had anoth- 
er fellow up noar Watertown, and if he 
should hour of it ho would go back on 
her. Harris did not hear this conversation. 
He told Harris what sho said about tho 
buggy riding, and sho said she would 
rather go with the witness than go with 
Harris, and when lie asked her if she 
really meant what sho said, sho said she 
did, and uaid she would go any time he 
came after her. Harris claimed that Le 
was a better looking man than Punchon, 
and said she had bettor go with him in- 
stead of Punchon. The latter then re- 
plied thnt if Harris went with her he 
would have nothing to do with her, when 
Gnstie said sho had another follow com- 
ing alter her and sho didn't care for 
cither ono of them. She afterwards Bak- 
ed him if ho was going to take her out 
riding, saying that she had not had a 
buggy ride this sjiring and would enjoy 
one. Ho then said it sho would go with 
him ho would take her out if the weath- 
er was favorable Sunday afternoon. Sho 
said sho would be glad to go. 
The first 


thing she asked the witness, was, if he 
was going to take her riding the next day 


two o'olookp. m., Punahon continued his 
testimony as follows: 


I was atEvonson & Parker's restaurant 


last Saturday evening with Harria and 
Gsorgs RUBS. On Friday evening last I 
was in town, atjhome part of the timo 
and some time on tho street; was in com. 
pany witb.no one in particular. I cannot 
name any ono I was with that night, and 
was out only about one hour. I was in 
no ^saloon on that night. On Saturday 
I got home about nine o'clock and did 
not go out again that night. 
On Sun- 


day 
morning 
left 
homo 
about 


nine o'clock, I engaged the livery team 
for Sunday on Saturday night. 
On 


Sunday night Russ and I went riding, 
making the circuit of the town, going to- 
ward tho blind asylum, and on the 
Johnstown road, and during the fore- 
noon 
stopped awhile at tho Railway 


house fiva or ten minutes and took a 
drink. W0 took some whisky along, and 
I jrank somo Ot it. 1 was never under 
the influence of liquor. I took dinner at 
home and in the afternoon went riding 
again with Rnss. I started out riding 
with Gustio Sunday afternoon about 
half past three, went aronud Monterey, 
the fair ground, then went toward the 
Blind asylum, and probably two or three 
miles beyond, on the road toward Beloit, 
and then returned to tho city.

A few minutes attar one o'clock this af- 


ternoon Dr. J. B. Whiting, who resides 
near tho fairground, telephoned the Sro 
department an alarm ot firo. stating that 
there was a large cistern close by. 
The 


department did not "catch" tho cistern 
purt of tho message, but started at tho 
tap of the bill. Upon reaching the top 
ot the hill on Milwaukee road, and no 
signs oC a fire could bo seen, they 
wero ordered back to their 
houses. 


No sooner had tlioy reached their respec- 
tive quarters IJian a second message was 
sent in, rrore definite than the first, ana 
again tho department started tor the fire. 
The teams wero well warmed up by tho 
h'rat run, and when they again reached 
the top of tlio hill they were about

up.

then mado that the firo was at the Jack- 
man farm, in the town of Harmony, 
about ono mile and a half from Main 
street. It was slow and difficult work for 
onu team of horses to draw tho heavy en- 
gines, and seeing this the west side en- 
gine and hook and ladder truck wero 
ordered back to their houses, while the 
east side engine was ordered forward 
with all possible speed. 
When they 


reached tho fair ground, tho horses ot 
this company were about exhausted, and 
another team was procured at th e farm 
and sent down tho road to aid them. 
They soon arrived, however, and the en- 
gine went to work, an ample supply of 
miter being found in a large cistern close 
by the dwelling house. When tho en- 
gine reached tho scene, tho fire had very 
near spsnt ite [fury, having burned the 
feed cooking house, tho coin "erib» ma- 
chinery house, hay bare, and granary, 
and was slowly working its way to the 
dwelling house, and a large shed in tho 
rear of tho other buildings already de- 
stroyed. The firemen, however, soon 
put a atop to this, and commenced to 
wet down the rums.

Tho farm was worked by Mr. Timothy 
MoCuo, who owned an interest in this 
personal property, and wo were unable to

insured in tho town company. Just how 
tho fire originated could sot bo ascer- 
tained. 


The neighbors tinned out and worked 


like Trojans to stop tho destruction, but 
tho lire had gained an advantage which 
it mainlined iictil the arrival of help 
from tho city. 


The bor?es belonging to the east side 


lire company woro about used up, but it 
is hoped that they will come out all 
right. The horso attached to the hoso 
cart did uot fare quite so bad, but was 
about exhausted when roeshing the Cro. 
This was the ,first time tho department 
overwent out of the city limiti to extin- 
guish a lire.
